Gov. Andy Beshear an- 
nounced 155 new cases of 
COVID-19 in Kentucky 
Tuesday, bringing the 
state’s total number of 
coronavirus cases to 10,185 
in a pandemic that has been 
somewhat overshadowed 
by protests over police vio- 
lence. 

Following several days of 
more than 200 new cases, 
Beshear said he still be- 
lieves the number of new 
cases is declining or plat- 
eaued. There’s not enough 
data to determine if there’s 
a “new bump” in cases as 
the economy reopens, he 
said. 

“It’s just going to take a 
little bit of time,” Beshear 
said. “And we want to get it 
right and we don’t want to 
make guesses.” 

Beshear announced three 
new coronavirus-related 
deaths in Kentucky, bring- 
ing the state’s total to 442. 
There are currently 481 
people in the hospital due 
to the virus, 85 of which are 
in intensive care. At least 
3,275 people have reco- 
vered. 

Black Kentuckians, who 
make up around 8 percent 
of the population, continue 
to be disproportionately 
affected by the virus. Be- 
shear said Tuesday that 
17.29 percent of the people 
who have died from the 
virus are black, which he 
said illustrates inequalities 
in Kentucky’s health care 
system. 

“Tt is certainly a time in 
America where our inequal- 
ities have been laid bare,” 
Beshear said. “And it is our 
job to make sure that is not 
the case going forward.” 

Beshear did not say how 
many of the new COVID-19 
cases are related to nursing 
homes. Throughout the 
pandemic, more than 50 
percent of the deaths have 
been related to nursing 
homes.

Protesters returned to down- 
town Lexington for the fourth 
night in a row Monday, dem- 
onstrating against police vio- 
lence as similar protests con- 
tinue to unfold across the 
nation. 

The protest followed three 
peaceful protests over the 
weekend, including a large 
demonstration on Sunday 
night. The Monday group of 
protesters was smaller. It was 
mostly peaceful, though police 
filed charges against two teen- 
agers late in the night. 

A fifth protest was planned 
for downtown late Tuesday. 

The protest group on Mon- 
day, a combination of two 
groups that merged together, 
walked through several down- 
town streets, blocked some 
intersections and had a “die- 
in” at Main and Quality 
Streets.

Video shows McAtee 
discharged firearm

Louisville police released 
new surveillance footage that 
they say shows that David 
McAtee, a local BBQ restau- 
rant owner, fired a gun before 
he was shot and killed by po- 


lice and National Guard mem- 
bers on Monday. 

“This video appears to show 
Mr. McAtee firing a gun out- 
side of his business door as 
officers who are using pepper 
balls to clear” the Dino’s Food 
Mart lot were approaching his 
business, Louisville Interim 
Police Chief Robert Schroeder 


said in a press briefing on 
Tuesday. The video has foot- 
age taken from a camera in- 
side McAtee’s business and a 
camera at a next-door busi- 
ness. 

Schroeder said the video 
“does not answer every ques- 
tion,” and that police were 
releasing it for the sake of 
transparency. The footage 
does not have audio. Schroed- 
er said the video does not 
explain why McAtee fired the 
weapon. 

McAtee was killed just after 
midnight Monday while police 
and National Guard were
